[We  h»d  prepared  for  this  place  some 
tbooght*  on  another  subject,  but  this 
Week  of  Prayer,  practically  engag  ing  the 
whole  Christian  world  in  cultivating  per 
sonally  and  fraternally  the  spirit  of  unity 
wc  deem  it  apropos  to  the  season  to  give 
utterance  and  prominence  to  the  following 
thoughts  which  the  exercise*  i  f  tbe  week 
have  suggested  to  us.] 

•  ECTARIANI«M. 

The  day*  of  the  Inquisition,  the  homing 
fngot  and  the  drowning  of  witches  have 
long  since  passed.  The  Christian  world, 
inatead  of  looking  upon  the  enrollment  of 
their  names  upon  the  records  of  a  particu¬ 
lar  church  m  the  holding  of  apecial  teneta 
aa  entitling  them  to  the  claim*  of  disciplc- 
•hip.  are  beginning  more  gcneially  to  rec- 
ognixe  tlie  great  truth  that  “  God  is  no  re¬ 
specter  of  persons,  but  in  every  nation  he 
that  feareth  Him  and  work  righteousness  it 
accepted  with  Him.”  A  kindlier  state  of 
feeling  prevails  among  the  churches,  a* 
bigotry  and  prrjndice  are  gradually  giving 
wa;  before  the  benign— 4  rays  of  tba  8u 
of  Rirhleouaneaa.  The  "works  of  the 
flesh  "  sre  less  evident,  because  the  ••fruits 
of  the  Spirit”  are  more  abundantly  mani¬ 
fest.  Lore,  which  so  readily  overleaps  de¬ 
nominational  pales  it  uniting  the  hearts  of 
the  children  of  God  of  every  persuasion; 
and  the  disciples  of  Christ,  instead  of 
studying  upon  the  peculiarities  that  eon 
atilute  tlum  Methodists,  Prcsliy tcrisn* 
Baptista,  Congrrgatioualiata,  E  pi  scops  1 1 
an*,  etc.,  are  ceasing  to  wrangle  aliout  their 
differences,  and  are  contemplating  with 
pleasure  their  many  and  essential  points  of 
agreement.  nnd  striving  to  present  a  hold 
and  united  front  to  the  heathen  world  and 
to  the  enemies  of  Ood — fc  ding,  and  prac¬ 
tically  saying,  •*  we  are  all  rfne  in  Christ.” 

But  this  promise  of  true  Christian  union, 
this  foretaste  of  millenial  felicity,  is  not 
universal.  There  are  still  to  be  found  nu¬ 
merous  individuals,  and  aome  churches, 
who  are  practically  saying,  “  I  am  holier 
than  then.”  These  count  much  on  their 
remote  origin,  or  on  what  in  common  par¬ 
lance  is  denominated  "  respectability.” 
which  ia  determined  by  their  pecuniary  in¬ 
dependence,  their  coatly  apparel,  their 
splendid  equipages,  tneir  gorgeous  church¬ 
es,  and  the  like.  Such  are  wont  to  scorn 
those  whhr  posses*  fewer  claims  to  that  so- 
called  respectability.  ♦ 

There  ia  another  portion  of  Christendom 
whoso  unhappy  situation  i*  to  be  pitied. 
They  live  not  in  cities  or  large  towns,  but 
in  rural  neighborhoods ;  they  are  very  re¬ 
ligion*  in  their  attendance  upon  the  servi¬ 
ces  of  one  church,  end  perhaps  punetiliou* 
in  the  performance  of  many  private  and 
family  duties,  but  beyond  tbe  ptccinet*  ol 
thair  own  church  they  know  nothing,  be¬ 
lieve  nothing,  care  nothing  for  the  progress 
of  the  kingdom  of  Ood.  They  sometime* 
hear  of  revival*  of  religion  in  other 
churrhee.  or  of  the  Christian  heroism  or 
benevolence  of  some  of  another  faith,  hat 
th*y  arc  either  incredulous  of  the  fact,  nr 
they  ascribe  it  to  fortuitous  circumstance* 
la  now  lie  associated  with  tbsdr  religious 
principles.  With  *uob,  consequently,  the 
moat  erroneous  opinion*  a**  often  enter 
tabled  in  regard  to  the  peculiar  creeds,  the 
character  and  the  doings  of  other  ehorchee 
Accustomed  to  the  same  routine  from  child¬ 
hood.  nnd  to  one  train  of  thinking,  they 
bsva  contracted  the  moat  illiberal  and  on 
charitable  awntiments  respecting  those  of  a 
different  communion.  F.-tremlag  their 
own  as  infallible,  they  hare  lent  a  willing 
ear  and  given  ready  currency  to  every  re¬ 
mark  or  circumstance  to  the  prejudice  ol 
oUmw  communion*,  inculcating  the  same 
spirit  In  their  children,  aa  though  It  were  a 
Christian  <|nty— and  this  la  some  instance* 
from  generation  to  generation ;  till  bigotry 
and  prejudice  have  almost  quenched  that 
benevolence  and  true  low  which 
the  genuine  disciple  of 

When  tbe  isolated  situation  of  thee*  re- 
ret  church ee  to  cooaiderrd,  end  the  non  m- 
terrenrm  of  its  members,  at,  Iraat  ia  their 
Christian  tosnrtar,  with  the  member*  of 
other  summoning*,  to  to  not  wry  remark 
shU  that  they  have  become  so  saclueiv* 


the  aliovc  passage  T  And  thi*  not  only  by 
occasional  animadversions  fiom  the  pt.lp^. 
but  also  in  his  pastoral  intercourse  with  Ins 
flock,  by  earnest  precept  aud  affectionate 
example 

That  a  diversity  of  sects  exists  it  un¬ 
doubtedly  a  aim  arrangement  of  Provi- 
d>  nee  for  the  furtherance  ol  his  kingdom, 
and  the  promotion  of  the  salvation  of  men. 
We  can  even  diacover  the  U  n.  ti.  ml  work¬ 
ing*  of  thi*  order  of  thing*.  While  wa 
limy  lawfully  and  laudably  piefer  the  pecu¬ 
liarities  ol  our  own  communion,  we  should 
look  down  upon  others  with  n  loving^rc- 
gerd.  and  rejoice  in  their  prosjierity  and  in 
the  blessing*  ol  God  upon  them,  rtmem 
liering  that  “  wc  »renll  the  children  of  God 
hi  faith  in  Christ  Jesus.  There  is  neither 
Jew  nor  Greek,  there  is  neither  liond  nor 
tree,  there  is  neither  mete  oor  female,  tor 
w-  are  all  one  in  Chritt  Jesus.  And  if  wc 
lie  Christ’*,  then  arc  wc  Abraham's  seed, 
and  heir*  according  to  the  promise.” 
‘  For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither  cir¬ 
cumcision  availetli  anything,  nor  uncircum- 
eimon.  but  fa'th  which  workrlh  by  love.” 
“  For  »»  the  body  it  one  and  hath  many 
members,  and  all  are  membera  oi  that  one 
body,  so  also  I* Christ  For  by  cne  spirit 
arc  we  all  baptized  into  one  lio.l  v,  whether 
we  be  Jews  or  Gentile*,  whether  we  lie 
hon’d  or  free,  and  have  lieen  all  made  to 
drink  into  one  spirit  For  the  body  ie  not 
one  member,  but  many.” 

Why  then  should  we  have  a  controversy 
with  ocr  neighbor,  or  think  le«s  of  him  In*, 
cause  Providence  lies  placed  him  in  *  dif 
ferent  communion  ?  Mur  lie  not  Bvc  to  the 
gl  ity  of  God  nnd  promote  Hi*  kingdom  ns 
efl'ectually  there  as  lie  could  in  the  branch 
to  which  we  are  attacked  I  To  doubtitis 
to  arrogate  ourselves  a  better  knowledge  or 
greater  benevolence  than  our  Divine  Mas¬ 
ter  ha*  evinced  in  thus  ordering  it.  Let 
ua  raJJdr  by  our  example  nnd  emulation 
provoke  to  that  brother  greater  zeal  in  love 
and  good  work*.

In  conclusion,  let  n*  recommend  as  nnttT 
dotal  to  the  condition  of  things  wc  have 
deplored —first,  to  cultivate  more  of  the 
spirit  and  to  exercise  ourselves  more  in  the 
practice  of  love /second  1  v,  to  r-nrourngf 
ourselves  in  the  interchange  of  social  and 
religion*  civilities  with  those  who  arc  not 
of  our  own  communion,  “honoring  them 
•hat  fear  the  Lord”  of  every  name.  And 
may  our  continual  experience  find  an  cx 
pu-ssion  in  such  language  sa  tbe  follow- -

The  construction  of  artificial  channels 
for  tlie  conveyr.m  cof  w  .tor  dates  far  back 
in  antiquity.
